Beginning  27  April,  the  Division  of  University  Extension  will  offer  a new  course

The  first  half-hour  of  each  session  will  be  taken  up  with  a film  in  the 
£N  FRANCE  series  followed  by  a half-hour  when  the  instructors  will  'act  out, 
in  French,' the  film  shown.  The  remaininghour  will  be  spent  with  drill  exercises 
and  latterly  with  the  class  divided  into  three  groups  for  concentrated  oral 
work .
